| production and use of opium in China 
havo behind them a great deal of genuine 
moral fervour, Largo numbers of Chinese, 
of high and. low degree, are sincerely 
anxious to banish the drug, which they 
believe to bo a widespread cause of 
national decadence, They attained a very 
large measure of success until the revolu- 
- tion threv the country inte disorder; 
when the provincial authorities ceased to’ 
sender duo obedience tu “Peking. It. is 
‘yeasonable to conclude. that, - had it not 
- een for the. revolution the anti-opiam 
crusade would bave shown more perman: 
ent resulta, On the other hand, we aro 
compelled to examine the situation as it 
exists today, and the statements “rane- 
mitted hy our . Peking Correspondent 
revest conditions of which this country 
hos not hitherto been fully aware. The 
Central Government, a8 their recent 
manifests shaws, are sLill anxious to carry 

| into effect the provisions of the Manchu 

Edict, In some districts their behests 

‘have becn oboyed with o ferocity which 
‘has deoply. distressed the British sup 
porters of tho anti-opium .movement, 
Great Britain was anxious to assist Chins 
jn her loudablo endeavours, but aever 
expected to find herself: associated, even 
by remote implication; in such ruthless 
_ pets as the execution of obscure peasants, 
‘Tt may be that Chinese officials ean find 
jo’ lesser: deterrent, | but their judicial 
excesses. are’ aliensting sympathy and 
creating dismay, abroad. The: worst 
fonture of these cruel executions 16 that 
they do not appear to be having any 
goneral effcct. The ° authentic: reporta 
_ quoted by our Correspondent show that 
in many provinces the native opium 
traffic is stendily growing once more. The 
temptation to make illicit profits is too 
atrong, and the craving for the drug has 
not ‘been eradicated by a Government 
order. The difficulty of enforcing the 
decree is apéciolly great among a Taco 
which includes tho most expert and most 
inveterate smugglers in the world, | It 
becomes almost impossible at a time when 
the’ provincial olticials aro a law. unto 
themselves. The only hope for the sup- 
pression of opium in Chine lica in tho 
* yeapporrance of a strong contral adminis- 
tration, and the realization of that ! 40 
ja still far distant, Dr. Arthur Smith, 
whose fomiliority with Chinese.questions 
is genorally acknowledged, has recently 
expresied his. disbelict in the ability of 
the present Chinese Government to sup- 
press opium. Ho je Leds ’ 
We reluctantly share his disbelief, and 
wo ard constrained to add that the situa 
tion js not made casior by ‘the open 
_emergonce of motives in Ching which have 
nothing to do with morala. All the 

Chineso crusaders against opium are not 

animated by. tho lofty principles they 
expound with so much veal, A large 

proportion of them are merely actuated 
. by an nati torelen projudice which resents 
‘the right of Great Britain to import 
Indian opium, The position is so bad 
that our Correspondent plainly hints that 
the disappearance of Indian imports will 
simply be followed by a rise in the con- 
sumption of tho native product. Undor 
these perplexing circumstances, what ia 
Bbhe has definite 
treaty rights which are not os a rule 
-openly violated,; but are nevertheless 
rendered nugatory by quiet obstruction. 
. Over. £10,000,000 worth of Indien opium 
has accumulated in the treaty ports, nod 
“it cannot be marketed: in_ provinces where 
it is admittedly, entitled to go. If the 
Chinese were adhering to their part of 
‘the bargain under the latest Agreement, 
_and preventing the conaum| tion of native 
‘opium in these provinces, they would have 
a stronger cose; but it is quits clear now 
‘that they: are doing nothing of the sort. 
The Government of India havo 
incidentally placed themselves in. a most 
, invidious position. Thoy have sold the 
‘opium under certificates which described 
it as exclusively intended ‘for sale in 
China, in pursuanco of the provisions of 
the Anglo-Chinese Agreement, They 
received’ huge sumd for their opium, 
which , they | have spent upon special 
objects. Their certificates must be regard- 
ved a8 implying a warranty that the pro- 
visions of ‘the . Agreement’ would be 
-observed, that, Great Britain would 
maintain her treaty rights, and that the 
opium could be sold: in China. It has: 
not been so sold, and Great Britain has 
taken no very definite steps to maintain 
her treaty rights, The consequence is that 
avery great sum ‘of money is imperiled. 
Though Grent Britoin and China alone 
are directly concerned, international 
interests are now’ involved, . because 
foreign | bunks have advanced «large 
‘amounts upon the opium’ stored: in the 
treaty ports. :. The banks advanced’ the 
money at their own, risks and: have no 
very obvious cause of ‘complaint, but 
- British intérests so far predominate that: 
“the issue cannot lightly be thrust aside.” 

We shall.gain’ a clearer conception of 
‘the question if we state’ first what Great 
Britain cannot do, The revelations ‘re- 


garding ‘the ‘riso in the consumption o! 
native opium are deplorable, and they

has been tricked, but they eannot govern 
the decision which must now be nade.

“the best of it. We.axe whable, to force 
Indian opium upon China, even in pur- 
suance of our treaty rights. The public 
“eonscience of this country would forbid 
vigorous action, and rightly forbid it.
